2. Mission Data as Flown: Take off at 
1967, was made good . Landing time was I 

denied territory was 1+40 hours. Penetration of denied 
territory was made good at 70,000 feet over Balfour Island 
southeast of Shanghai. All eleven flight lines were flown 
as briefed with only minor deviation as reported on the 

reports. 35 of the programmed

covered was 80. The weather was generally as briefed for 
most of the route. The forecast called for Category II 
weather from the northern entry point over denied territory 
to 26° north. The remainder of the route was predicted to 
be in Category III patchy IV. Actual weather encountered 
was Category I and II to. 28° north where it changed to 
Category III and IV with occasional Category II bubbles. 

Cloud coverage was estimated to be 40% over the area of 
interest. Apparently the cloud cover in the Category III 
and IV areas was not as dense as might be expected when 
related to the amount of photo coverage 'obtained.

Air Defense Reactions (ChiCom) : 
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4* Sightings: Mission pilot sightings consisted of only 
aircraft and/or contrails on this flights No unusual ground 
observations were reported. At 0359Z, one contrail was 
observed below and on a southwest bearing to the right. At 
0410Z , three bogeys with contrails were sighted at an estimated 
2 to 3 nautical miles aft. One of these aircraft appeared to 
initiate a zoom climb to . intercept . Evasive action was taken 
which eliminated this threat. The last sighting occurred at 
0419 - 2 'Z, when two more enemy aircraft and contrails were seen 
approaching head on approximately 5,000 to 8,000 feet below. 

A right turn was made by one of the bogeys and then, they 
were lost to sight. Mission pilot was unable to identify 
aircraft type. All of the above observations were* between 
100 and 150 nautical miles south of Shanghai. zb/
